Fires Creep into the Town and Destroy It 
Entirely. 

Pn Crry, Minn., Sept. 2, 1 a. m.—[Spe- 
cial. |—Fire destroyed the Town of Hinckley 
utterly. Fifty people were burned to death, 
Mission Creek is also destroyed. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Sept. 1.—But meager re- 
ports have thus far been received from the 
forest fires in Northern Minnesota and Wis- 
consin, but enough is known to state the fires 
are raging more furiously than at any previous 
time this year. The wires between here and 
Duluth went down at 3 o’clock this afternoon 
and it is doubtful if any wire will be had all 
night. There is one very round-about railroad 
wire still wofking, but little or no news has 
yet come over it. 

The fires are widespread and the smoke is 
extremely dense, At Duluth and West Supe- 
rior today the smoke was so dense that peo- 
ple zound work difficult, whil ethe heat was 
scarcely endurable. Railroad men reported 
inability to see as far as a hundred feet and 
business was at a standstill. Wild reports of 
fires were current, and it has been extremely 
difficult to obtain any news that definite. 
The fires are very severe about Mission Creek; 
a short distance this side of Duluth. 

A dispatch from South Range, Wis., asking 
help of West Superior, stated tha town was 
threatened, and in a similar way like reports 
come from Wrenshall, Minn. 

Unless rain comes soon several other towns 
will be included in thedanger.

BASHAW WIPED OUT BY FLAMES. 


Fears Expressed That Several of Its Inhab-

Rice Laxz, Wis., Sept. 1.—[Special.]—Ter- 
rible forest fires are raging in this neighbor- 
hcod, and the Town of Bashaw, fifteen miles 
north of here, has been entirely wiped out.

There is no clew as to the identity of the 
gang, and the most plausible explanation yet 
advanced is that it is some of the many gangs 
of desperadoes which have been making their 
headquarters in Oklahoma. A stranger who 
is thought to be identified with the gang en- 
tered the bank but a few minutes before the 
robbery occurred and asked to havea small 
piece of money changed.

seizing protection and privilege prac- 
tically with their own hands. This third step 
has lahded the party in Toryism pure and sim- 
ple. We have now ea tory party with all the 
essential characteristics—the lords and gen- 
tlemen in control — the devotion to privilege 
the exclusive interest in a single class— the 
‘belief in protection the demand for a strong- 
ly — government, and the disbelief 
m heme rule —the belief in patronage—the 
belief in paternalism for the rich—and the 
conception that progress depends upon the 
promotion of a wealthy class. As a liberal 
party it had high ideals and was in all truth 
a political party; as a Tory party it scorns 
ideals and has lowered its interests from the 
plane of politics to the plane of trade. 


Story of the Democratic Party. 


4% The story of the Democratic party is a 
different one. The leaders of both the Whig 
and Democratic parties lost their opportunity, 
as the climax of the slavery question came 
on before the war. The Whig party went off 
the scene forever. But nothing beyond a 
temporary setback could happen to the 
Democratic party, because f is based upon 
the permanent ideals and principles of mod- 


whole people in a way that cannot wear out. 
As long, however, as the Republican party 
remained a liberal party and the party of the 
whole people there was no chance for the 
Democratic party to regain its lead. Bout 
when the Republican party began ite depart. 
ure from liberalism—began its Tory develop- 
ment—it began to be plain that the day of 
the Democratic party had returned. 

By 1872 its opponent had distinctly en- 
tered its Tory career, and the place of the 
Liberal party could only be filled by the 
Democratic party. A bold dash was made 
for the reinstatement of liberalism in 1872, 
at a time when the Liberal revolt in the Re- 
publican party like wise undertook the over- 
throw of the new toryism. The attempt. 
through the nominatic n of Greéley, failed, but 
the great Liberal movement then begun never 
ceased to go forward until liberalism was 
finally reinstated in all parts of the govern- 
ment, except in the Senate, in 
1892; and the Liberal leadership of 
the Democratic party fully and finall 
acknowledged by the nation. (Applause) 

The wonder is not that party government 
has developed here, as in England, a Liberal 
party and a Tory party—a party of Democracy 
and a party of privilege—but that so many 
Liberals, for so long a time, continued to 


party out of power. Even yet the Tory party 
contains a sprinkling of Liberals, and the 
Liberai party, I regret to say, a sprinkling of 
Tories. What was theexplanation? It was 
the method adopted by the leaders of the Re- 
e party. That method was to say as 
ittle as possible about themselves, to divert 
attention from their departures from liberal 
ism, and to raise as big a dust as possible 
about the liberalism of the Democratic party, 
eo that people could not see it. They 
cried out against the Democrats, filling 
the air with their cries, until they scared 
their people into dupes, so. that only the 
iggnt and independent of them 
refused to believe that the. Democrats would 
ut the ‘ Brigadiers in the saddie’—and that 
South, ruling simply to ruin, would “cry 
havoc and let loose the dogs of war, bank 
rupt the Treasury, mortgage the Nation: by 
paying the Confederate debt and pensioning 
ail Southern soldiers, and finally reduce 
Northern wealth 50 per cent. I heard Chi.

their whole estates would be for sale at 50 
cents on the dollar if Cleveland should be 
elected.

“But let us ‘give the devil his due.’ The 
Republican leaders did show some esensitive- 
ness to this latest of their panics. 
showed an anxiety to get out of office before 
the storm burst. They knew it would come, 
Their protective system was rr 
out panics, To protection they had add 
their hotch potch currency policy—gold 
monometallism supported by the Sherman 
law; and this, even without the protective 
system as a running mate, was a sure winner 
in a panic race, And finally, to reduce the 
time and break the panic record, they bank- 
rupted the United States Treasury. Already 
made topheavy by the tremendous increases 
of outstanding paper and silver issues with- 
out'increase of reserves, they paralyzed the 
Tressury by giving it seventy-seven millions 


more of debts to pay, ina year, than it had in- 
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come to pay them with. They turned a yearly 
surplus of a hundred millions into a def- 
icit of seventy millions. Having thus fixed 
for a panic of the first-class, they showed sen- 
sitiveness to being around when the time came 
for it to explode. But that was as near as 
they cameto penitence, Their one thought 
was to get away and be forgotten. And so 
their anxiety was to tide over the Treasury 
bankruptcy until March 4—which they did by 
counting the nickels arid other small change, 
and by standing people off who had bills to 
collect. [Applause.] | 

But the panic came on with*#horrible sud- 
denness; almost before the Republican ad- 
ministration could pack its trunk and get out 
of town.

They have cried and cried and cried again, 
with athousand loud and persistent voices— 
the smaller press and leaders echoing the 
charges from every corner of the land—that 
the panic was a mocratic panic, the de- 
pression a Democratic depression, the Treas- 
ury deficit a Democratic deficit, and the issue 
of bunds a Democratic issue. 

Having produced the panic themselves— 
it being but number four in the Republican se- 
ries—they conspired to charge it upon us. But 
whence came such effrontery? From the suc- 
cess of their previous tirade of violent abuse 
against the liberalism of the Democratic 
party. They had once succeeded in keeping 
the Demoorats out of power by false and in-

ITbe attempt of this conspiracy has been 
to raise suchathick dust about the people 
that the people could not look through it 
back to the principles for which, after years 
of groWing convictions, they had fought and 
conquered less than two years ago.

But to return. I am a tariff reformer and 
know of no way left under heaven, except 
through the Democratic party, to make fasf 
what we now have of tariff reform, and to get 
more, I believe in the reform method of the 
Democratic party—in its radical, imperative 
and immovable demand for free raw materi- 
als, and its patient but progressive treatment 
of manufactured products, The Republicans of 
Garfield’s time believed in protection which 
leads to free trade.’ Democrats of 
Cieveland’s time believe, and certainly I be- 


lie ve, in tariff reform which leads to free 


trade. The Republicans of McKinley’s time 
believe in protection which leads th a Chinese 
wall. Tariff reform, and ultimate free trade. 
until McKinley’s time were always promised 
by the Republican party; and it is a great 


distinction of the Democratic party that, 


while the Republican party bas repudiated its 
promises of tariff reform and ultimate free 
trade, it has remained steadfast to the liberal 
policy of the American people. 

But it is said there has been delay in pass- 
ing our tariff bill; and that the bill is not 
wnat we intended it to be. Let us see. 

As to delay, the blame lies, first, in our 
absurd custom of electing a Congress and re- 
fusing to let it sit, except in special session, 
for a year anda month. Then the panic 
came on directly after the President went 
into office, and the extra session to allay the 
panic crowded out final consideration of an 
extra session for tariff reform. But as soon 
as Congress regularly assembled in Decem- 
ber the tariff was taken up, and it steadily ab- 
sorbed Congress untilit passed. The time 
would nothave been complained of—for it 
was considerably less toan that of the Me- 
Kinley bill—but for the eagerness of the 
business community just merging from 
the panic to have all -economic leg- 
islation especially hurried. The delay 
was not the fault of the tariff reformers, who 
took up as little of the time as possible, 
and knew their mind perfectly, It was 
due, first, to the tactics of the Republicans, 
which were always on the verge of filibuster- 
ing. It was due, secondly, to the difficulties 
of a great and glorious Democratic achieve- 
ment, That achievement was the passage of 
a tariff reform bill through a Senate which 
tad a protectionist majority! Let us under- 
stand the truth. The Senate did not wanta 
tariff reform bill. The Senate is protection- 
ist, and wants McKinleyism and the trusts of 
McKinleyism. The bill was passed through 
the Senate and over the Senate by a minority, 
aided by the power and authority of the rank 
and file of the Democratic party, by the over- 
whelming reform sentiment in the House of 
Representatives, and by the steadfast and 
sturdy fidelity of President Cleveland, [Long 
and continued applause. | * 

„The President has earned his right to with- 
hold his signature to that bill if he thinks 
that the best way to further reform, and mark 
his indignation toward the men who used the 
cisguise of Democrats to moderate the 
triumph democracy. But that does not change 
the great achievement. 

History will call this bill the decisive vic- 
tory of reform—the Waterloo ‘of protection. 
Why talk of the details we failed to get when 
what we got was the overthrow of protection 
and the downfall of privilege? 


Bill Begins a New Era, 


“The bill is not, in completeness, what the 
tariff reform minority of the Senate would 
have had it, or what the people, or the House 
of Representatives, or the President would 
have had it; but it is as different as day is 
from night from what the protectionist 
majority of the Senate wouid ve had it. 
With us it is a question of degree: with them 
it isa question of kind, For it begins a new 
era. It reverses the age of a great nation. 
It turns a great people face about. It is as 
though an army marching eastward were sud- 
denly turned to march westward, It makes 
an economic revolution in the United Statea, 
and in the near future, when we shall have 
taken our international place with the other 
great manufacturing nations, will work vast 
changes in the trade of the whole world. 

„As a measure of immediate reform itcom- 
pares unfavorably only with the intentions of 
tariff reformers. Compared. with the McKin- 
ley bill, which it replaces, it is like the relief 
from a nightmare. Campared even with the 
Milis bill, it is a distinct advance along the 
lines of reform, It is so great a triumph that 
in 1890, or even 1892, we should have ac- 
cepted it with enthusiasm. But the reform 
sentiment has grown; and the reform must 
grow with it. 

„We failed to make all raw materials free. 
But we made many of them free, and reduced 
the rest. Whodoubts that the absurdity of 
taxed raw materials is on its last legs? 

‘‘Wedid not reduce the protection of the 
sugar trust as far as we intended. We did not 
get for the people all we tried to get: for it 
was here that protection was most 2 
intrenched and fought most desperately. But 
we reduced, materially, the protection se- 
cured to the trust by the r in the 
McKinley bill. The Republicans gave the 
trust one-half-cent protection. We have taken 
away at least one-third of it. The sugar 
schedule of the new law, therefore, like every 
other schedule in it from beginning to end, is 
a distinct victory for tariff reform. [Ap- 
plause. | 

The reform has been obstructed. Why?

The parties have 
looked upon the silver agitation as a craze, 
and upon silver agitators as cranks or mine- 
owner, The plan has been to humor the agi- 
tation in platforms and wait for it to die out, 
Beyond the chief phenomena have been 
scared concession in Congress, and the passage 
of the Bland-Allison bill in 1878 and the 
Sherman law in 1890, which together post- 

oned bimetallism for y@ars, widely discred- 
ted silver, and actively joined in bringing on 
the panic of 1893 at a cost of millions upon 
millions to the helpless business and people 
of the nation. 

Now this currency question must be taken 
up with the frankness, determination, scien- 
tific knowledge, and public. spirit with which 
tariff reform been taken up. A new light 
is breaking in. What has seemed a local 
craze, is really a world-wide agitation; what 
seemed the passing enthusiasm of cranks is 
the occupation of scholars and teachers 
throughout the civilized world,.and what was 
thought to be supported by demagogues turns 
out to be gaining the enthusiastic adhesion of 
the most intelligent and powerful statesmen 
of Europe and of hosts of the leading men of 
Europe and America. 


Has the Ear of the People. 


“I believe the Democratic party is the 
party that can handle this question best for 
the 22 because, being the party of the 
whole people, it can have the ear of the whole 
people. The Republican party, however it 
may try, can never get away from its associa- 
tions with the gold monometallists, or ever 
convince the plain people that it is sincere in 
wishing something else than gold monometal- 
lism. The Democratic party can, I believe, 
rally the people round a wise standard of cur- 
rency reform, as it has rallied them round a 
wise standard of tariff reform. 

Silver ought to be remonetized. The coin- 
age of silver ought to be free. But there are 
two ways to remonetize silver and have its 
coinage free. One way is to have it with sil- 
ver monometallism. The other way is to have 
it with stable and permanent bimetallism. 
One would be the worst thing that could pos- 
sibly happen; the other wouid be the best 
thing that could possibly happen. One would 
be an attempt at reform resulting in an im- 
measurable national disaster and disgrace; 
the other would-be a reform worthy of all the 
titles of 122 and freighted with that 
widespread prosperity which true economic 
reform unfailingly brings. 

I believe, therefore, that it is the duty of 
the Democratic party to take up the cause of 
bimetallism in earnest. Ican well under- 
stand the hopelessness with which silver men 
have looked for help to the two parties, and 
the »mpatience and irritation caused by 
party indifference to an issue so important. 
And it is small wonder that under this dis- 
couragement, and without the safe and wise 
leadership of a great party, some of the silver 
men have run into extreme m/sconceptions of 
what is possible and what is impossible in 
economic reform, of what is safe and what 
unsafe in attempting reform, and of what we 
may risk and what we dare not risk at al! in 
dealing with the credit of the Nation and the 
foundation of commerce and finance. 

„And when the Democratic party does take 
hold of this reform, as it must, heartily, ener- 
getically, and faithfully, and avows its plat- 
torm frankly and unequivocally, so that there 
can be no two interpretations of it, it will rally 
to its support the honest free silver men and 
the conservative currency reformers as well 
upon apian of reform that will save every 
possible risk to the credit of the Nation. 

believe general discussion of this reform 
will bring general recognition to its world- 
character and correct the impression of a por- 
tion of the silver men permanent bi- 
metallism can be brought about by the action 
of a single government. Discussion will 
show that the study of this subject in our 
country, considerable as it is, is but slight 
compared to the study of it abroad, and that 
practically all of the opinion and judgment 
of the authorities in Europe, and of the high- 
est expert opinion here, is that bimetallism 
can only exist with the codperation of several 
leading nations. And such a vast body of 
friendiy and unanimous authority cannot be 
put aside by an intellectual nation like ours, 


England and Bimetallism, 


s It is generally felt that England is neces- 
sary to bimetallism, but I do not see why that 
is true. We had bimetallism without her be- 
fore, and, though Germany was then a silver 
country and supposed to balance Engiand, the 
equilibrium might be otkerwise maintained, 


But the cause of this world-wide reform is 


making most rapid progress in England. * 
land is not alone a money-lending country. It 
is first and foremost a manutacturing and 
trading country, and it would bave had no 
money to lend but for its manufactures and 
trade; and it would not long be an important 
lender if it allowed’ its manufactures and 
trade to suffer continually as they are suffer- 
ing now from gold monometaliism, They 
know they are suffering from it, and are cry- 
ing out loudly against if. Manchester is on 
one side of the question; Lombaftd street is 
on the other. But Manchester’s cause is win- 
ning rapidiy, and has even invaded Lombard 
street itself. Matters have gone so far in En- 
gland that if an adverse vote of Parliament 
should change the Cabinet today the govern- 
ment of that gold country would be bimet- 
allist tomorrow. So near is the world to a 
bimetallism which nothing could disarrange, 
and which would bring re:ief to the strain un- 
der which the whole world is depressed. 

‘*] called myself at Springfield a bimetallist 
of. the bimetallists. SuchIam. My bimet- 
allism is the bimetallism now so rapidly 
spreading in this country and in England—a 
fighting bimetallism. 

„Let me now speak of the income tax. 
Taxation is a prime interest of government 
and pedple; but asa practical science it is 
very little advanced or understood. Our tax 
systems are crude and disereditable in prac- 
tical devices, and scientific taxation hardly 
exists. Our taxation is a mere rude scramble 
for revenue, Now toward this great question 
the mind of the Democratic party is open; 
and toward itthe mind of the . Republican 
party is closed. The Republican party looks 
at all questions of taxation from the point of 
view of protection; and the Democratic party 
alone has an open and hospitable mind to all 
ideas and suggestions of the science, It is 
not hampered by clients. It freely acknowl- 
edges that it has something to learn. | 

Its tariff attitude is one instance of this. 
Another instance is its income tax. Ido not 
say that this is the best conceivable tax. I do 
not know what is the best conceivable tax. 
Possibly the Democratic party may throw the 
income tax’ away for something better, as 
readily as it took it up in place of something 
worse. What I do say is, that the income tax 
and the revenue part of the sugar tax, taken 
together, make best and fairest method of 
getting necessary revenue, and the nearest ap- 
proach to scientific taxation that was open to 
the Democratic purty this year.

Action for. Peace. 


“I gave no reasons then, as none were 
asked; but, since the matter has been dis- 
torted for partisan effect, I will give my rea- 
sons now to this wider audience, The tele- 
gram contained a 2 indorsement 
of the position of the Department of Justice. 
I thought I saw that the plan of the Attorney 
General to throw the legal control of a strike 
in Chicago ‘into the hands of the Federal 
court, and to bring the army here to support 
the court, involved a question of great consti- 
tutional importance. It seemed to aim at the 


handling of strikes by the General Govern- . 


ment; and, therefore, to be leading to an im- 
portant share by the National Government in 
that maintenance of peace and order which 
I believe it is to be of the utmost im- 
portance to leave to local responsibili- 
ty. I feared and still fear that 
the distinction—on which the Attorney 
General relied—between the execution 
of the processes of the Federal Courts and the 
ordinary maintenance of peace and order 
cannot, in the long run, be successfully muain- 
tained; and we all know that the popular ap- 
plause was due to the fact that the ple did 
not make the government’s own 
but looked upon the Federal action as a pre- 
servation of the peace. 

„Now, if I believe in anything I believe in 
the historic doctrine of home rule, which for 
nearly a century has been the fundamental 
belief of the Democratic party. Even when I 
was a Republican I believed in that Demo- 
cratic doctrine. State rights is not what I 
mean. That is dead and buried; and it never 
had any place in our Constitution. But home 
rule—or local self-government—isa far differ- 
ent matter; and both before the Constitution 
and since the Constitution it is the most dis- 
tinctive and most important element of our 
political structure, and of the political life of 
the people. It 1s our most distinctive con- 
tribution to the politics of the world. 

„On the other hand, I cannot feel certain 
that it may not become necessary for the na- 
tional government to take control of certain 
strikes, It may be that the recent continental 
character of railroad strikes and railroad 
lockouts, and the threatened continental ex- 
tensions of other organized strife, will make it 
necessary for a governmental authority, 
equally continental, to take charge of the 
richts of the government and of the neutral 
rights of that vast majority of the people who 
are neither organized managers nor organized 
workmen, But if so, then let us not blind 
ourseives to the fact that this will mean 
another great step tqward the centralization 
of our form of govefnment—another change 
in our actual Constitution—and a most serious 
weakening of that local responsibility for the 
administration of the law and the local sense 
of self-reliance, to weaken which ia to weaken 
American democracy. [Applause.] + 


Believes in Arbitration. 
“ And if this is to be the effect of the pres- 


ent condition of wider and wider strikes on 


the one hand, and wider and wider lockouts 
on the other, then I say that the duty of tne 
Nation becomes more imperative than ever, 
and the duty of the Democratic party more 
imperative than ever to destroy the present 
barbarous way of settling disputes between 
organized labor and organized capital by 
strikes, lockouts, injunctions, riots, and shot- 
guns; and substitute for it a system that is 
rational, civiized, and Christian. I have 
long hoped that we were surely establishing 
the custom of voluntary arbitration—the best 
idea that has yet evolved itseif out of undus- 
trial conflict. It isso much in harmony with 
American character and American democracy 
to have this civilized method prevail without 
the intervention of the government authority 
that it has been well worth while to wait for 
it to grow; and it may be well to wait longer 
for what is so inexpreéssibly desirable. But 
to my mind it is wholly true that arbitration 
evtablished either by custom or by law is the 
unimpeachable demand of civilization itself. 
Applause. 

** But no signer of that telegram entertained 
then or before, or has entertained since, 
greater respect than I for the great man to 
whom it was sent. No signer better under- 
stands than I the wholly patriotic purpose 
which animates every one of his public acts. 
No one knows better than I how carefully and

Justing the relations of organized labor and 
organized capital, and of finding that new 
ground on which they both. can stand and 
work in harmony for a new advance in civili- 
zation. [Great applause. ]

Probable Result of His Election as Gov- 
' @rnor of New York State. 

New York, Sept. 1.—[Special. ]—Ex-Presi- 
dent Harrison will probably take the stump 
in this State during the coming campaign if 
Levi P. Morton is the Republican Guberna- 
torial candidate. He practically admitted 
this in a statement today. 

Wasnmorox, D. C., Sept. 1.—[Special. ]— 
Ex-Vice-President Morton’s friends here, and 
he has a good many of them. express great 
satisfaction over his letter entering the’ race 
for Governor of New York. They are confi- 
dent of his election in case he is nominated, 
and declare that as things are now in 


win, It is openly asserted that if 
Mr. Morton should be nominated and 
elected Governor of the State of New York 
he would at once go into truining as a candi- 
date for the Presidency, the prestige of hav- 
ing carried the President’s own State bemg 
generally considered sufficient to warrant the 
step upward.

FAILURE CAUSED BY SPECULATION, 


Theodore A. Baron Confesses He Caused 
His Firm to Go to the Wall. 

Nzew York, Sept. 1.—Unsuccessful specula- 
tion in sugar by a junior partner was the 
cause of the failure of the large knit goods 
manufacturing house of S. Baron & Co. and 
of S. Baron of this city. The confession was 
made to a meeting of the firm’s creditors to- 
day by Theodore S. Baron. The latter is a 
son of the senior member of the firm. 
For years S. Baron & Co. did a prosperous 
business, and when an assignment was made 
last month it was a surprise to the trade. 
Counsel for the firm said today the assets 
were $122,182; preferences, $41,000; lia- 
bilities, $185,000. firm had hoped to 
pay 38h< cents on the dollar, but instead 
submitted a proposition for 25 cents 
on the dollar. This basis of set- 
tlement did not meet with the 
approval of the creditors. Creditors examin- 
ing the statement sheet noticed an unex- 
plained deficit of $7,100 and asked for an ex- 
planation. = 
Theodore S. Baron was visibly agitated and 
flushed as he said: Gentlemen, I took that 
$7,100 unknown to my father. who is the 
‘company’ in the Theodore S. Baron & Co. 
I drew it out in two checks, one for $4,000, 
and the other for $3,100. I speculated in 
Wall street and lost every cent.“

BLAZE IN CRIBBEN & SEXTON’S WORKS. 


Molten Metal Causes a Fire That Menaces 
the Establishment. 

A fire which threatened the big stove plant 
of Cribben, Sexton & Co. at Erie and Market 
streets broke out shortly after 5 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon in the roof of the foundry. 
One of the furnaces became overheated and 
the fluid metal set the cupola on fire, The 
blaze spread rapidly along the roof, and when 
the Fire Department arrived the fire 
had assumed dangerous proportions.

Arrangeénionts Being Made to Create © 
Fuad Out of Gh the Boys of the 
First, Second, and Seventh Regiments 
Will Get the Money Due Them- ar- 
roll D. Wright days the Work of the 
Commission Has Been Successful=Help- 

tui Recommendations to Be Made. 


If the arrangements now being made go 
through all right, and there seems to be no 
doubt of final success, the First, Second, and 
Seventh Regiment boys will not be kept out 
of their pay for military duty performed dur- 
ing the strike much longer. 

Men of means who appreciate the good 
service rendered by the National Guardsmen 
are at work ona plan whereby it is proposed 
to create a fund with which to pay the soldiers 
and hold their vouchers against the State as 
security. Many of the boys who are wage- 
earners had their salaries cut off while they 
were in the field and consequently 
are not in condition to wait until the Legisla- 
ture, which does not meet until next January, 
makes an appropriation. It is proposed to 
collect the amount necessary from capitalists. 
Gov. Altgeld has said he will indorse the bills, 


after they have been approved by the proper 


officers and the Adjutant-General, to be paid 
with interest at the rate of 6 per cent when 
the appropriation is made. 

It is understood that John J. Mitchell, 
Charles L. Hutchinson, Levi Z. Leiter, Brig.- 
Gen. Wheeler, Col. Henry L. Turner of the 
First Regiment, Col. George M. Moulton of 
the Second iment, Col. Colby of the Sev- 
enth, Lyman J. Gage, and others are interest- 
ed in the movement. 

The plan is to raise a fund and place it in 
the hands of John J. Mitchell, President of 
the Iliinois Trust and Savings Bank, for dis- 
tribution. All public spirited citizens who 
desire to do so can contribute to this fund. It 
is estimated that about $50,000 will be re- 
quired to meet the demands. 

Col. Turner suys he is ready and willing to 
sign the vouchers of the First Regiment and 
Cols.

He also said the young man had been 
in poor health about four weeks, This was 
the substance of his testimony, and when 
written out on one of the Coroner’s blanks oc- 
cupied about half a page.

As the outsiders present were about to leave 
the room one of the jurora demanded to know 
„ one was in attendance when Dr. Todd

Raymer, this young man was with my son, 
but was sleeping at the time of his death.“ 

Were you with the deceased when he 
died? asked the Deputy Coroner. “And did 
he retire in good health?

* * he ever complain to you of heart dis- 
ease?’ 

** Not at the time he took the morphine, but 
the duy previous he had made some remark 
to the effect he was troubled that way. 

The witness had not been sworn previous to 
making his answers and further testimony 
from him was cut off by the Deputy Coroner’s 
dismissing him, 

Nothing was asked concerning the state- 
ment made by the deceased that he had taken 
morphine and no effort was made to inquire 
into his family relations. The jury then 
brought in a verdict of death from heart dis- 
ease.

Spring Valley and Ladd Rioters Brought 
to Time by a Grand Jury. 

Privozrtoys, III., Sept. 1.—[Special.}—The 
Bureau County grand jury today rendered 
true bills against twenty-one of the forty- 
three men who were arrested for plundering 
the stores at Spring Valley and Ladd during 
the recent riots. They also returned indict- 
ments against four men and one woman for 
participating in the riot in the Justice Court 
in which the assault was made on William 
Pinkerton and Michael Bohen, in which both 
were clubbed until they were supposed to be 
dead. Those indicted in the latter case are 
charged with making an assault with deadly 
weapons with intent tu kill. They are: Peter 
Lauer, Alderman from the Fourth Ward; John 
Gutson, Superintendent of the city water- 
works; eter Kiumack, a business-man; 
Mrs. Frank Barowski, who alleged 
Pinkerton and Bohen had assaulted her and 
who struck Pinkerton when he was supposed 
to be dying; Frank Barowski, husband of the 
woman and leader of the assault. Ald. Lauer 
and others of Spring Valley made a vigorous 
effort to secure indictments against Pinker- 
ton and Bohen, but without success. The 
cases against Mayor T. B. Jack and City Clerk 
C. J. Fay, who were bound over on charges 
preferred by Ald. Lauer and Schneider, were 
dismissed. The grand jury considered that 
the cases entered against them were in the 
nature of a persecution.

GUILTY OF THE MURDER OF OWENS. 


Wauxzeay, III., Sept. 1.—[Special. ]—The 
arrival from Chicago this mornmg of Harry 
F. Griswold and William Lake, charged with 
the murder of Detective Owens, and their ex- 
amination and the Coroner’s inquest were the 


absorbing events of the day. Before

| Cyprus in terror from the Turk. These pan- 
ies have been caused by the withdrawal of 


doe British troops from the island, which was 


turned over to England for adminis tration in 
June, 1878. It was formally ceded to Great 
Britain in 1888. 

These historic facts are of course well- 
known, but the result of the transfer of al- 
legiance involved the entire revolution of the 

mode of living on the island. Justice took 
the place of oppression and the Cypriotes 
prospered’ under an alien government. 
Christian and Greek churches sprang up at 
various places and religious toleranee pre- 
vailed. every where. 

The removal of the British troops the other 
day, although accompanied by the announce- 
ment that the island would not be turned 
over to Turkey, created the most tremendous 
panic among those not Moslems. The Turk- 
ich inhabitants in vans and companies rang- 

ing from ten to 100 in number raided the 
fields and villages, destroyed crops, abused 
the women, and robbed and murdered the 
men who were known to be Christians. The 
‘ Jatterappealed in vain. There was no gov-

Bill Is Printed in Full. 

The Vossiche Zeitung printed a verbatim 
translation of the United States tariff bill 
Wednesday last in an extra edition, a piece of 
journalistic enterprise which is much com- 
mented upon here as being quite a departure 
from the usual methods adopted in such 
cases. The bill naturally bas at- 
tracted widespread attention and the 
United States Consulates, through the manu- 
facturing districts of Germany, are flooded 
with inquiries as to the proper interpretation 
of the new duties and tariffs which come un- 
der them. This is especially the case with the 
bigger manufacturing firms, as the latter are 
taking steps to increase their export business 
to the utmost under the new measure. 

Kaiser Is Full of Activity. 

Emperor William's activity continues. 
Tuesday he reviewed his Brandenburgers on 
the Temple of Review ground. He is in con- 
stant communication with his advisers on all 
subjects, and is diligently discussing the plans 
to check the spread of cholera, Yet he fiads 
time daily to take long excursions. 

Guards Watch the Emperor. 

Since Emperor William’s return to Berlin 
large numbers of uniformed police are al- 
ways present at the railroad station when he 
arrives there or departs from the city. Dur- 
ing the parade Tuesday last his Majesty was 
surrounded by a crowd of gendarmes, mounted 
and on foot. These precautions are being 
connected with the recent arrest of Anarchists 


in this city. 
Military Horse Race, 


An interesting military horse race or test of 
endurance is shortly to take place. The Em. 
peror has ordered two officers of the Dragoon. 
Guards to ride from Berlin to Cologne, a dis- 
tance of 312 miles, within four days. Each 
officer is restricted to make use of one horse, 
and the two contestants will only be accom- 
panied by bicyclists. 

To Test the Bicycle for War. 

Duting the coming army maneuvers the 
bicycle and the use of trained dogs will be 
tested ona large scale. Henceforth the bi- 
cycle is to form part of theequipment of each 
infantry corps, and each battalion will have a 
detachment of trained riders as well as ex- 
perts to train them in the use of the wheel. 
The dog is becoming more generally 
used in warlike operations, especial. 
ly for advance guard and field dispatch 
service, although it has been demonstrated 
that collies are the only dogs which have been 
found really available for this work and their 
number is limited if the selection is confined 
to first-class animals. 

Review Postponed Because of Cholera. 

Owing to the prevalence of cholera in cer- 
tain districts the naval review, fixed to take 
place at Dantzic in the middle of the present 
month, will be held at Sweinmtinde, and for 
the Konigsberg festivities the gathering of 
crowds has been officially prohibited,

State of the Labor Market. 


The labor market during the month of July 


showed, according to the Board of Trade 
Journal, a downward tendency. Fifty-two 
trade unions, with an aggregate membership 
of 358,565, made returns to the department 
showing the total number of unemployed 
members at the end of July to be 26,576, or 
7.4 per cent, compared with 6.3 for June 
and 6.2in those making returns for July, 
1893. A decline is shown in the engineering 
and metal,.the shipbuilding, boot and shoe, 
cotton, woolen and worsted, silk, and lace 
trades. On the other hand, some improve- 
ment is reported in the printing and book- 
binding and the carpet and hosiery industries. 
Of the. fifty-two societies making returovs 
eleven describe trade as good, fifteen as mod- 
erate, and twenty-six as bad. 

From Picture Dealer to Fish Peddler. 

From selling pictures to retailing fish is a 
far cry, especially when the fish has been 
fried and is served hot from the pan at a 
penny apiece. But art-dealers, unlike some 
of those whose works they sell, are an emi- 
nently practical people, and are prompt at 
recognizing the inevitable. It does not fol- 
low because there is a depression in art that 
there is no demand for the luxuries of the ta- 
ble. This was the view of a connoisseur, who 
last week was mourning the lack of 
culture or of means poss by 
the scores of citizens who daily passed 
his little gallery just off St. Paul's 
charchyard. His oil paintings, water colors, 
etchings, and engravings were alter well- 
known artists, and he had never been known 
to exact a fancy price from an unwary. cus- 
tomer. Yet trade was deplorably bad. Should 
he cling to art for art’s sake and starve or 
open a fried fish shop and make a fortune? 
After a severe méntal struggle he elected 
to take the latter course. The pictures were 
promptly removed, and within twenty-four 
hours the forlorn dealer was doing a thriving 
business in snacks of plaice, brill, and tur- 
bot and entertaining his guests with the story 
of his change of fortune. 

Funny Attempt to Shuffle Ot. 


An extraordinarily deliberate attempt at 
suicide has just been made by a young man 
in the north of London. He purchased a 
quantity of poisonous fly-papers and uccu- 
pied himself for About a week in boiling 
them. Having made a decoction which he 
thought sufficiently powerful for -his purpose 
he proceeded to drink the noxious draught. 
It proved, however, only so far effectual as 
to cause him very unpleasant sensations, so 
he altered his mind and decided to live a lit- 
tle ie er. He sent for a doctor and the lat- 
ter o:..cred him to be conveyed at once to a 
hospital, where prompt and drastic remedies 
were applied, and are expected to bring about 
his speedy recovery. After this it will be a 
matter of no surprise te hear that some love- 
sick youth at home for the holidays is pre- 
paring for himself a fatal dose of prussic acid 
by stealthily boilu t down as many apple-pips 
as he can collect. 


OHANGES ON THE NORTH SIDE LINE. 


Cable Cars Run Faster, but There Are Not 
Se Many of Them, 

A new train-running schedule devised by 
Mr. Yerkes or Mr. Roach, Superintendent of 
the North Chicago Street railway company, 
and put in operation last Monday, is an inge- 
nicus one for the reason that while the public 
is subjected to some discomfort, and each 
gripman and conductor is obliged to put in 
half an hour a day more than heretofore, 


‘there is nothing tangible for a protest from 


either patrons or employés. Mr. Yerkes, 


in short, decreased the transportation facil- 


ities on the North Side to the extent of six 
trains a day, but he has increased the speed 
of the remaining trains, so that Clark street 
carsrunevery four and Wells street trains 
every eight minutes. as usual.

SUBMARINE BOAT GYMNOTE TESTED 
m THE TOULON BARBOR. 


Jules Verne’s Dream Resalized<According 

| to a Paris Paper the Test, Made in the 

Presence of Vice-Admiral Duperre, Is 

a Success Story of Moltke’s Youth= 

Town Pawnshop in Paris Losing Money 

New Departure in Locomotives<An 
Unsuccessfal Imitator--Paris Gossip. 


© pists, Aug. 20.—In presence of Vice-Ad- 
miral Duperre the new submarine boat Gym- 
note has made its first trial trip in the harbor 
of Toulon. According to Science Moderne the 
trial was a success. The Gymnote has the 
shape of a cigar, a diameter of 1.8 meters, 
length of 18 meters, displacement of thirty 
tons, and is able to run under water at the 
rate of 9 to 10 knots an hour. The diving 
and remaining under water in larger or small- 
er depths is accomplished by horizontal row- 
ing fins, similar to those on the Whitehead 
torpedo. The stern end of the Gymnote 
shows on its upper and lower side two vertical 
rudder. halves and behind them the screw, 
which makes 200 revoiutions per tminute. 
The latter is driven by a fifty-five horse-power 
electromotor, situated in the center of the 
boat, which is directly connected with the 
screw shaft and is supplied by Commelin- Des. 
mazures accumulators. Only the central part 
of the Gymnote is reserved for the crew, which 
consists of a Captain, an engineer at the ma- 
chine, and a sailor at the wheel, Above the 
stand of the Captain and engineer is one large 
common glass cupolu in the ceiling. Above 
the steering wheel a smaller one rises. The 
forepart of the boat is designed for the stor- 
age of provisions and contaius a small glass- 
covered lookout, which may be reached by a 
ladder. 

Barely showing its back above the surface 
of the water the Gymnote is ready fur board- 
ing and, after taking in the accumulators, also 
for diving. The sinking and rising of this 
eubmarine boat by horizontal rowing fins is 
an improvement of the method until now in 
use, which accomplishes these feats by suction 
and expulsion of water. Great weight is 
sa ved by the new invention (the Gymnote 
weighs only 2,000 kilograms which also 
has the advantage that the air space is only 
used for the breathing of the crew. Although 
at the trial trips the crew (exceptionally) con- 
sisted of five men there was no difficulty in 
breathing experienced. After risingand sink- 
ing several times the Gymnote made ten 
knots at a depth of 4.7 meters below the sur- 
face. The trials were so satisfactory to the 
naval authorities that the Gymnote was im- 
mediately supplied with its military appa- 
ratus and listed among the boats designed for 
the defense of the harbor of Toulon. 

Of Moltke’s Youth, 

The new book of Lieut.-Col. Jaehns, Molt- 
ke’s Lehr und Wanderjahre,”’ gives a graphic- 
al picture of the sad youth of the great Gen- 
eral. The fact that he was able to rise at all 
under such difficult conditions shows the gi- 
gantic spirit which lived in the weakly body 
of the slender boy. Since Moltke’s father on 
avcount of his reduced financial circumstances 
had taken military service in Denmark the 
son was also destined to serve under the 
Danebrog. The yéars which the latter spent 
in the cadet barracks in Copenhagen were 
full of hardships and the only benefit he de- 
rived from them was that they had prepared 
him fora life of self-denial and privation. 
But Moltke’s perseverance conquered 
all difficulties and he rose in spite 
of the greater hardships which he 
had to experience after his entering the Prus- 
sian army. Endowed witha great mind and 
incredible industry the young officer used his 
spare time for literary occupation. He did 
this perhaps in the hope of adding to his 
scant income. His literary début was made 
with a novel. Two Friends,” in 1827, 
while Moltke was at thé war school. One 

ear later Moltke was transferred to the 

opographie Bureau, which at the time was 
considered the preparatory step for the gen- 
eral staff. In that year falle the first meeting 
of Moltke with Pringe, later King, Wilhelm, 
which, however, was only par distance.’

Some- 
thing can be made out of him.“ It is char- 
acteristic for the keen perception of Einperor 
William that even then, when Moltke was yet 
removed seven years from a Captaincy, 
he recognized his abilities. An interesting 
story of that time happened in connection 
With Moitke’s translation of Gibbon's De- 
cline and Fall of the Roman Empire.“ The 
poor Lieutenant looked forward to his trans- 
fer to the general staff and the necessity of 
getting two horses compelled him to translate 
the mentioned work, containing about 6,000 
octavo pages, for a publishing firm for the price 
oi less than $400. As it happened, the pub- 
lisher was insolvent, and Moltke, who had al- 
ready translated eleven volumes, saw himself 
deprived of his hard-earned money. After a 
long lawsuit he received at last in 1835 500 
marks and was released from his obligation 
ot completing the translation. Soon after 
this he was promoted to Captain and appoint- 
ed instructor of the Turkish army in Constan- 
tinople.

The 
real reason for the decline in business at the 
Mont de Piété, it appears, is not the greater 
prosperity of the peaple, but the disposition 
to sell things outright to furniture brokers 
and to deslers. This comes about because of 
the facility with which pledge tickets can be 
sold. People seem to prefer to run the risk 
of being cheated by aaving too low a valua- 
tion placed upon their goods in order to get 
cash down without hav 
the formalities of the Mont de Piété, 
include the identification of the vendor.

TRON ORE IN LABRADOR PENINSULA. 


Low and Eaton Return from a Sixteen 
Months’ Tour of Exploration. 

Qu, Sept. 1.—Messrs. Low and Eaton 
have returned from their sixteen months’ trip 
of exploring in Labrador Peuinsula. They 
report finding an iron ore district of 6,000 
square miles, containing whole mountains of 
ore. They say the ore is as rich as that at 
Marquette, Mich. Low and Eaton ascended 
the Hamilton River to the Great Falle on ice. 
The remains of the burnt boat belonging to 
the Bowdoin College expedition were found 
below the falls, and further on the bottle con- 
taining a record of their trip to that point. 
The river falls 800 feet in less than six miles, 
with one clear steep fall of over 800 feet. 
This fall ig the largest in America, if not in 
the world. The country to the north is a per- 
fect network of waterways, affd these contain 
fish in abundance.

During his term as War Governor he placed 
in the field fifty regiments of infantry and 
cavalry, ana with the exception of the first of 
these they were enlisted for three years, and 
not until he left the Gubernatorial chair was 
the draft resorted to. When he was called to 
the chair the last session of the Legislature, 
with no expectation of war, had made no 
fiuancial provision for its occurrence. When 
in 1861 the outbreak came there was a call 
for troops and Iowa had no surplus to its 
credit. A regiment of three months men was 
called for, and the problem was how to put it 
in the field without any money which could 
be obtained from the State. 

It was here that an exceptional demand was 
made on the Governor’s resources, and to 
which he proved himself equal. There was 
about $5,000 in a contingent fund in the 
State Treasury which he could use, and he did 
so; he then appealed to Hiram Price, his 
brother-in-law, Ciarke, and one or two others, 
and on their notes, including his own, he man- 
aged to raise some money.

TRICKS ON THE TREASURY STOPPED. 


Shipments of small Netes Under the Notice 
of June 18 Are Ended. 

Wasurneror, D. C., Sept. 1.—The special 
notice issued by the Treasurer of the United 
States June 18, 1894, has been withdrawn. 
Under the provisions of this notice small 
notes were shipped from the Treasury at 
Washington at government rates for ex- 
pressage for deposits of gold and gold certifi- 
cates. No further shipments of small notes 
under its provisions wiil be made by the 
Treasurer. Hereafter small notes may be 
furnished by Subtreasury officers at their 
counters to the extent that such notes are on 
hand in excess of the requirements of the cur- 
rent business of the offices in exchange 
for gold coin and gold certificates, and 
large denominations of legal tender 
notes. The Assistant Treasurers will be fur- 
nished small notes on their requests to the ex- 
tent that they can be spared by the depart- 
ment. The revoking of this special notice 
prevents shippers from obtaining the govern- 
ment contract rates of 15 cents per $1,000 
on their remittances of currency. It is said 
at department numerous abuses of this 
privilege made its revocation necessary. v.

have withdrawn gold from the Subtreasuries 
on deposit of legal tenders, and then in a few

Colonial Mail Route Started by 
Andrew Hamilton. 


STATE PASTERS USED THEN. 


Present Postal Service Adopted Less 
than Fifty Years Ago. 


s0MB. FAMOUS “ PROVISIONALS.” 


There were postoffices in this country over 
. 900 years ago, but in the early days there 
was no regular mail service. The postoffices 
at Boston, New York, Philadelphia, and other 
seaports (no inland offices existed) dealt in 
 ghip letters and operated under municipal 
authority, the customary fee for a letter de- 
livered or sent out of the country being one 
penny. In New York the fee used to be three 
stivers. Every vessel used to have a bag for 
_earrying letters, but there is no record that 
any Captain or supercargo ever received more 
than the delivery fee named. 

Intercourse between the American colonies 
previous to 1693 was so slight as not to call 
for special facilities or regular lines. In ur- 
geut cases spec al messengers were sent, but 
the bulk of correspondence, such as it was, 
went by friends, especially in coastwise ves- 
sels. The first idea for a postal line along the 
coast from New England to the Carolinas 
originated in New York and was approved by 
their Lordships in London, provided at least 
one-tenth of the gross receipts were paid over 
to the Duke of York. Of course, the plan 
failed. Before there could be any gross re- 
ceipts somebody had to pay for post riders to 
travel those long roads from Nova Scotia to 
Carolina, of which the great men in London 
expected profits for the Duke. 

In 1693 Andrew Hamilton gota patent in 
Bondon for an American postoffice, and was 
appointed the first American Postmaster-Gen- 

eral. Hamilton had nothing to start with 
other than the patent, which gave him a 
monopoly, but might arouse the opposition 
of thecolonies and their local postmasters: 
He had to select a post route through a coun- 
try very little traveied. He had to engage 
trusty mail carriers. He had to buy horses 
and the regulation horns for his post riders. 
He had to rep.ace the local postoffices, 
he had to get the consent of each colony for 
his postage rates. Late in the summer of 

1692 he returned from London to America, 

where he traveled from colory to colony, 
getting from each what he could in the way of

subsidies and law, and then starting his mail 
service. 

He overcame all obstacles; actually induced 
all colonies to pass substantially the same 
postoffice act. prescribi the same postage 
rates; obtained from each colony what au- 
thority he 2 and in 1693 the mail was 
carried from Portsmouth, N. H., then known 
as Piscataqua, to Philadelphia and beyond, 
It has heen carried ever since, with but occa- 
sional interruptions. The mail route was 

“from Portsmouth to Boston, Saybrook, New 
Haven, New York, Perth Amboy, Burlington 
and Philadelphia, The chief point beyond

It was not until 1851, eleven years after the 
introduction of the penny postage stamp in

In October following a large envelope that 
was known as Official” was used, bearing 
the 6 cents, with the color changed to red; 

1855, an additional va ue was 
emitted, of identical design, of the ordinary 
size for 10 cents. This was impressed also 
in green. These different values of envel- 
opes remained in use from 1853 to 1860, 
and during that time were subject to many 
changes, both of the stamp and of the size 
and shape of the envelope itself. Of the 8 
cent it is believed that two dies were pre- 
pared, In consequence of the immense 
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amount of work it had to perform, the second 

became badly worn, and at intervals the ends 
of the labels (the parts most liable to wear) 
were trimmed, This. is the official reason, 
and is most likely the correct one. These 
slight alterations have produced five distinct 
varieties of the die. 

There were three sizes of envelopes used for 
this series—note, letter, and official. The 6- 
cent envelope was of both official and letter 
size; the 10-cent only letter size, while the 3- 
cents were used in note and letter sizes. This 
value was also placed in a very peculiar en- 
velope, one in which the lower flap was 
gummed under the side flaps, contrary to the 
general rule. It was found that such an ar- 
rangement admitted of an increased liability 
to tear, and it was therefore in use for a very 
brief period. ä 

This first series of United States envelopes 
is notas plentiful as might be expected, 
owing to the fact that on the outbreak of the 
rebellion in 1860 the Postoffice Department 
suppressed all its stamps and envelopes in 
uss up to that time, and rendered them worth- 
less for postal purposes. Quantities of them 
must, therefore, have been destroyed; but a 
diligent search among old papers and in dark 
corners or deep pigeonholes may unearth 
many of them.

There are no stamps in the United States of 
more interest to the collector than the lo- 
_Cals,” so-called. These are the stamps that 
were used by local expres’ and message post 
companies before the government restricted 
the issuance of stamps exclusively to itself. 
The first company of this kind was that of 
Hale, who carried mail between Boston and 
New York, but who soon failed. John T. 
Boyd of New York was the next in impor- 
tance. He secured a license from the city in 
1844, and in 1851 declared that no stamps 
shouid “be issued but Boyd’s. The gorern- 
ment took the case before the courts and it 
was decided that Boyd could not be stop 
till his license hai been annulled by the City 
of New York. He resisted all attempts to 
stop him in his pro§table busigess until 1885, 
when the government finaily deprived him of 
the right to issue stamps. 

Hussey’s special company was established 
in New York in 1854. All mail matter was 
| Promptly dispatched over the various routes 
at 11 a. m., and a special messenger took 
mail that was too late for the general deliv- 
ery for a small additional charge. Hussey at 
one time employed thirty-nine carriers, but 
in 1885 he was compelled to stop issu: 
sta m pe. The Hussey “horse and ridur 
stamps are exceedingly rare, most of those 
usuaily seen being merely reprints, The“ post 
boy stamps are more common, 

Blood & Co. were the only local letter and 
express carriers of Philadelphia, The con- 
cern was on the same plan of the others and 
ali their stamps are rare, as they soon quit 
business. Prince’s letter dispatch was es- 
tablished in 1861 and carried letters be- 
tween Boston and Portland, Me. Edward 
Allen had a local dispatch office in Chicago 
and for a short time did an enormous busi- 
ness, but the Postoffice Department suc- 
ceeded in closing his establishment and Mr. 
Allen was fined heavily and also imprisoned. 
The St. Louis Delivery company was a sim- 
ilar concern, but their stamps were easy to 
obtain. 

All the large cities in the country had many 
local concerns that did the bulk of the busi- 
ness in carrying messages, letters, etc. New 
York City was especially prolific in enter- 
prises of this character, a hundred or more 
different people pein engaged in the businees 
off and on. Philadelphia, Boston, Chicago, 
St. Louis, and other large cities follow close 
after New York in the extent of their busi- 
ness of this character. Besides this there 
were many enterprising private post routes 
doing a regular business between the 
larger cities or between the laige cities 
and the smaller places round avout. New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia were thus 
connected, and there was a regular service 
from New York City up the Hudson River to 
Albany and the interior of the State, Letters

Holmes 
still hngers ina sunny old age at 85 and 
Stoddard at 69. There are several others 
who came upon the scene a little after the 
first flush of the dawn—Edmund Clarence 
Stedman. William Winter, Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich, and Wiiliam Dean Howells. They 
were young when Bryant and Whittier and 
Longfellow were in the height of their fame, 
and they, too, are nearing the twilight. Sted- 
man is now 61, Winter and Aldrich 58, and 
Howells a year younger. 

It is early, however, to propose an obituarys 
for any one of these. for, judged by the stand- 
ard set by Hoimes, Whittier, and Bryant, they 


have yet a good quarter of a century before 


m. 

Poets are a proverbially long-lived lot. 
Those who die young are much more the ex- 
ception than the rule. England has a long 
line of poets who reached a great age, and al- 


most all of those who have attained to high 
rank in America have lived far beyond their 
scriptural allotment. Poe is the only one of 
brilliant fame who met an early death. He 
wae at least 39. Bayard Taylor died sixteen 
years age at the age of 53. But after this our 
great poets have come of a particularly hardy 
straim Lowell was 72 at the time of his 
death, Longfellow was 75, Emerson was 79, 
Bryant was 84 and Whittier was 85. Almost 
ail of them were in full possession of their 
powers up to the year of their decease. 

It is startling to think, however, how swiftly 
their ranks have been thinned. All of those 
named have died within the last sixteen years. 
The year of 1878 saw the taking off of Bryant 
and Taylor; four years later Longfellow and 
Emerson passed away; Lowell died suddenly 
in 1891, and tast year Whittier. 

There are many men who live to find old 
age barren and dreary. Not so Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. He never thinks of himself as old in 
iact, but is always assuring his friends that he 
s now 85 gears young. It is hard to think in 
the face of all this that when Hoi mes first spra ng 
into fame with his rimgng poem of 01 
[ronsides,”’ pleading for the preservation of 
the old frigate Constitution, Webster, and

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dard remembers the place whereon his house

Mr. Stoddard has many of the instincts of a 


collector. and hes East Fifteenth street home 


is filled with odd things of inexhaustible in- 
terest to one who ha. a bent that way. 
walls are Bung with pictures of some of our 
best artists, al! of them prexents from their 
inters, There is one of Albert Buerstadt’s 
nest landscapes, “‘The Ca-tie in the Air,“ 
which inspired one of Mr. Stoddard’s best 
poems, and there are several adm rabie por- 
traits of him-<elf, one painted by George B. 
But.er about five years ago, whieh, Mr. Stod- 
dard deciares, is such a good likeness that I 
never want another made,” 

The tables are strewn with various souve- 
nirs of the poet’s friends, and there are others 
of such rare value they are stowed away 
for safekeeping. He has cop es of various 
works, once owned by Keats and Gray and 
Pope and Byron and many other poets; Most 
of these bear the autugraphs and sometimes 
marginal notes by the quondam owners. Al- 
myst as rare perhaps as any is a volume of 
his own, Footprints,“ published in 1849. 
and new as rare as Mr. Stoddard’s tireless ac- 
tivity for haf a century could make it. 


Mr, Stoddard, though so severe a critic, is 


personaliy one of the most genial and kindly 
of men, and growing years have done nothing 
to rob him of that urbanity which is his 
strik ug characteristic. His doorbell! hardly 
lacks for a day ata time of the ring of some 
young author who seeks the critic’s kind! 
suggestions and heipful comments on his 
fledgii work., Such of these always have 
a cordial welcomé, and if the visitor happens 
to be known he will be received in the most 
democratic way in the world. The poet will 
appear in easy attire, generally with a pipe in 
one hand, a tobacco bow! in the other. He 
smokes a short stem pipe, and in the course 
ot an huur’s converse the bowl goes many 
times into the tobacco box. His face glows 
with health, his hand is steady, his only 
physical trouble being a series of cataracts, 
which sometimes have interfered with his 
eye-ight. 

The poet is a prod gious reader and will tell 
— in the quietest way in the world that he 

as read every important book printed in 
English during the ast forty yeurs. And be- 
sides all that during the last twenty years he 
has pieced this out by a deep deive into old 
English poetry. Here are some of his liter- 
ary ideas: Hawthurne he counts the modei of 
English styie for any American, Ruskin he 
rates almost as high. -Hawthorne’s style he 
believes is the best prose extant, the most 
exact and melodious, Very few American 
writers, he fears, have ever come anywhere 
near to this standard, 

It is wortby of mention that the poet 
worked for a time in an iron foundry after he 
auit school, graduati from that into the 
unique position which he has since occupied 
of What he terms a “literary journalist.“ 
He does not believe that newspaper writing is 
a bar to creative effort, for he has been writ- 
ing continuously for the newepapers for thirty 
years. And during that time his best and 
most enduring work has been produced. The 
poet is an 1 in his sympathies 
and has never in Europe. 

Another New-Yorker, a woll known 
persona ly as Stoddard is little knowh, is Ed- 
mund Clarence Steuman, Who for years has 
worn the sobriquet of the poet banker.” 
Mr. Stedman was asked the other evening 
how he ever came to desert journalism for 
Wall street.

At the 
time when I began asa writer it was abso-

The latter probably had as brilliant a corps 
of writers as could have been ga'hered to- 
gether at that time. All the Pfaff crowd 


wrote for it, and Stoddard and Stedman and 


a number of others, Artemus Ward was 
editor for six months before it died, the offer 
of tais position bring him to New York, 
Afteradriiting career Winter became the

It is rather difficult now to think of Winter 
as a wit aud rounderef Piaff’«, just as it is 
hard to think of the elegant and exquisite 
Aidrich in a similar capacity.

Thomas Bley Aldrich. 


Thomas Bailey Aldrich is always the polite, 
if a little bured, victim of interviewers. 
He remembers the time, thirty years or 
more gone, when he was a working journalist 
himself. For that reason, perhaps, he is 
always ready to give an attentive ear to 
newspaper men. He is a good deal changed 
now from the elegant and rather dandi- 
fied litterateur who used to edit the Atlantic 
Monthly. His clothes are cut as smartly as 
ever and are in the same exquisite taste, but 
the ends of his mustache are not tigbtiy 


i curled as of yore, nor is his hair plastered 


closely upon his forehead, as it u to be. 
The ends of kis mustache, minus their man- 
dariniike point, blow where the wind listeth, 
and his hair has an unstudied thrust in it, 
rather wiidish for the author of the Ballads 
of Babie Beli.“ 

Just why Aidrich should have maintained 
in his personal appeurance the impression 
given forth by his early poems, the ditties of 
love-lorn days, was always a good deal of a 
mystery to those who were acquainted with 
the viriiity of his later poetry and the strong 
patient judgment he exercised in the editor- 
ship of the Atlantic. It was a bit of foibie.

The death of the daughter of one of the 
wealthiest silk merchants in Yokohama oc- 
curred recently, writes a TRIBUNE correspond- 
ent krom the land of the Mikado. All about 


the place where preparations for the funeral 


were being made the street was crowded with 
flower venders waiting to deposit their burden 
of blossoms. all the flowers in bloom now be- 
ing used, although a few years ago only white 
ones were chosen. 
The procession on this occasion was headed 
by six men in white kimomos, carrying the 
white paper lanterns, fifty men following with 
' artificial sprays of lotus, ten feet in height, in 
golden pots—white blossoms with silver foli 
age and pink blossoms with golden foliage. 
Next came fifty pyramids of natura! flowers 
in wooden standards, some being twelve and 
fonrteen feet high. Three Buddhist priests in 
gorgeous robes followed, intoning the Jap- 


anese funeral march. The mourners rode | 


after them in jinrikshas, all wearing the whi 
kimono, a white veil draped on the head, and 
each one carrying offerings, cages of birds or 


doves, boxes of food, fancy cakes, and pots of 


plants. 

The casket or kou was four feet 
Square of, white wood unpainted. The extra 
covering is a peculiar pagoda shape, also un- 
stained wood, peautifully carved, with trim- 
mings of rass, bronze, and white 
silk curtains. On the corners were bamboo 
vases with flowers. This was carried on the 
shoulders of men. Friends in holiday attire 
followed, This laughing, happy crowd: one 
might fancy was but on a gala day outing. 

This procession wended its way to the fam-

The body is placed with the 
head towards the north, a white cloth cover. 
ing the face. At the left side is placed a table 
with all kinds of food, sake (native red 
and water for the spirit. Lamps are tighted, 
in fact the whole house is illuminated, as it is 
believed that the spirit, loath to leave the 
earth, tarries near its old abode, the body, 
and should any one visit the room in the dark 
it may overpower the living one’s mind, force 
an entrance, and share with the living his life, 
No one visits the room for many hours. 

If the short box or kou is used the body 
isnot prepared for burial for forty-eight 
hours after death. 

It is then placed in a hot bath, to which is 
added a powder, furnished by the priests, the 
ingredients being a mystery Which foreign 
chemists huve failed to solve. This makes 
the body as*supple asin life. 
then dressed in white. White socks cover the 
feet and if the family can afford it all the gar- 
ments are of silk; a second complete outit is 
added to the contents of the box. The body 
is then placed in the usual sitting position in the 
“kou,” the common filling lor the spare 
space being tea chaff and leaves. More ex. 
pensive filling is incense. By the nobilit 
vermilion, which costs 500 “yen” is ned, 
A stout stick is added and the price to pay 
the toll through the six gates, which are sit- 
uated at six cross roads. spirit must find 
these gates and pass through before it reaches 
the river, which is the boundary of hades.

It may be carved in vcod or 
bronze, silver or gold, and is often set with 
rare jewels, and handed down for generutions, 
Here are kept the tablet on which is written 
the name afier death of the departed, and the 
vases containing the ashes of ‘ancestors 
cremated. 

In all the temple yards are hundreds of 
bronze and stone lanterns as memorial 
shrines for loved ones. At tie home the-hrine 
is found on the lawu or in the tiny garden. 
One often sees the lanterns fil with 
amall stones, which are put into lanterns 
erected to the memory of children or of men 
and women who had died without children, 
the belief being that such spirits can only 
reach the dry river bed just this. side of 
„ Amida’s” abode, must remain there 
piling up stones which a wicked imp is always 
throwing over. But if successful in raising a 
pile high enough. to attract Amida's at- 
tention they will be given the choice of enter- 
ing the body of an wnborn infant and may 
eventually reach the happy state and so gain 
an entrance to the land of eternal light. The 
friends believe that in piling stones in the 
lanterns they may aid the untortunate ones, 

A sad burial is that of the mother who dies 
in child-birth. The belief is that she must 
have committed ‘some unpardonable sin or 
ashe would never have died at such a time. 
rave are put four stakes and on 
them stretched a white cloth obtained from 
the priests, By the side is placed a bucket of 
water and a dipper.

The Japan 
Mail recently printed the following para- 
graph: 

Yesterday at 10 a. m. the Emperor sent Vis- 
count Akyano Koji, a Chamberlain, to Count 
Yamagata with a letter of condolence and a 
funeral present. 

_ Tne Japanese are very strict in their mourn- 
ing cod When a death urs in the im- 
perial Ne music is prolfibited for three 
days aller Japan. If a death occurs in the 
lamily of an official it must immediately be 
reported to the office where the official is em- 
ployed.’ The code obliges him to remain at 
home, but he may be excused if to report for 
duty. The code prescribes wearing white 
mourning robes and abstaining from animal 
food. For parents robes are worn thirteen 
months and animal food abstained from 
fifty days. The wife must observe the 
same rule for a husband as for parents, but 
a husband only wears the robe ninety days 
and abstains from anima! food twenty days. 

Cremation soon followed Buddhism into 
Japan about A. D. 700, and was continued 
until 1873, when it was prohibited by the 
government under the impression that it was 
used only by barbarous nations. But the error 
was discovered and the order rescinded in 
1875. Cremation was never obligatory, how- 
ever, and the Shintos have always interred 
their dead, as wellas many of the Buddhists,

MONU MENT TO DR. R F. STEPHENSON. 


Honor to the Founder of the Grand Army 
of the Republic. 


JPrrenssvuna, III., Aug. 29.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.|—Dr. B. F. Stephensen, founder 
of the G. A. R., died at his home near Peters- 
burg; on Rock Creek. not far from the his- 
toric spot where the lamented Lincoin passed 
his early days, Aug. 80, 1871. His remains 
were interred in the country 1 ground 
near where he died, on Rock Creek. They 
rested there until the year 1882, when they 
were reinterred at Rosehili Cemetery in the 
lot where now s the monument erected 
to his memory. services were conducted 
under the auspices of Estill Post No. 71, G.

A. R., of this sity. assisted by Stephenson 
Post of Springfield, The services were of an 
elaborate and interesting character. 

Since his reinterment there efforts have 
been made by the G. A. R. men and oid 
soldiers, as wellas some of our prominent 
citizens, fo have a suitable monument erect- 
ed to his memory, the ground in the beauti- 
ful cemetery being donated by the Cemetery 
Association, The matter of raismg th. funds 
sufficient to commnee the werk did 
not progress ry satisfactorily and it 
was not till a ayearor so ago that the 
committee appointed by the grand encamp- 
ment of the G. A. R. were enabled to proceed 
with the work. : 

It is now completed and is a beautiful 
piece of monumental work. It is made en- 
tirely of extra dark Quiney (Mass.) granite, 
height thirty feet; three bases, a die, cap, 
plinth, a top die, a plinth, a spire, a cap, and 
a finial in the shape. of a minie ball.

still fartner to the right. The whole group of 
seven stars forms a large dipper-like figure of 
rather more than twice the length of the Great 
Dipper in the Ursa Major. The fret and 
lowermost of these stars belongs to Perseus; 
the nest three to Andromeda; the remaining 
three to Pegasus. Above und to the left of 
Cassiopeia is Cepheus. These five constella- 
tions, or rather the persvuaoages from whom 


they were named, are associated with one 


another in mythologica! story, and the aster- 
ume themselves are, probably, of a very 
ancient origin. | 

The story is that Cassiopeia was the wife of 
Cepheus, a King of Ethiopia, and was the 
mother of Andromeda. She was so vain of 
her personal charms as to boast that she was 
more beautiful than Juno, and even than the 
lovely Nereids, or sea-nymphs. Such vanity 
in a mortal could not, of course, be tolerated 
by the gods, and accordingly Neptune, insti- 
gated by the offended sea-uymphs, sent an in- 
undation, which desolated the coast of Ethio. 
pia, and a sea-monster, which ravaged the 
land besides. In this emergency the oracle 
of Jupiter Ammon was consulted and the re- 
sponse of the oracle was that the calamity 
could be repaired only by exposing Andfo- 
meda, chained to a rock, to be devoured by a 
sea-monster. This was accordingly done, 
But fortunately the hero Perseus, return. 
ing bomeward after his famous exploit 
with the Gorgons, and baring in his 
wallet the head of Medusa, ar- 
rived in Ethiopia in the nick of time to inter- 
rupt the hurrid sacrifice. He obtained from 
Cepheus a promise of the hand ofethe maiden 
in marriage in case of a rescue, notwithstand- 
ing that she was already betrothed to her 
Uncle Phineus, and thereupon he vanquished 
the monster vga? | by changing him into a 
rock with the Metlusa head. After their 
death these personages were all placed in the 
heavens as constellations, It is not easy to 
understand for what reason this distinguished 
honor wae conferred upon Cassiope.a, who 
had been the cause of all the misfortune; but 
perhaps her olevation to the skies was really 
intended as a puni-hment. as has beeu sug- 
gested, for she was placed with her feet to- 
waids the Pole star, so that she often hangs 
head downward. 

Evidence of the great aptiqnity sot only of 
these conste lation but also of story as- 
sociated with them was found by Lieut, Wil- 
ford in India. Ia order,“ he says, to 
prove by every species of evidence the identi- 
ty of the Grecian and the Indian fubies I one 
night requested my Pundit, who is a learned 
astrologer, to show me among the stars 
the consteilation of Antarmada, and he in- 
stantly pointed to Andromeda, which I had 
taken care not to show him first as an aster- 
ism with which I was acquainted, He after- 
wards brought me a very rare and wonderful. 
ly curious book in Sanscrit on the ‘ Consteila- 
tions out of the Zodiac, and with delinea-

The Principa! Constellations. 


The principal constellations now above 
the horizon towards the south are: Cetus, the 
Whale, just rising, tail foremost, in thesouth- 
east; Aquarius, he Waterman; Capricorn, 
half a goat and half a sea monster; the S uth- 
ern Fish, in the head of which is Fomalhaut,a 
star of the first magnitude; Sagittarius, the 
Archer; Scorp.o, just setting; Ophiuchus, the 
Serpent-Ho.der; and lastly the writhing Ser- 
pent itself, Here isa fine field in which the 
imagination can revel—with the aid of a 
chart, 

In midheavens, towards the West, may be 
seen the constellation Hercules, known 
anciently also as Enganasin, the Koeever. 
The sketch of bim given in the planisphere 
was drawn from lite-—i, e.: from the stars 
themselves, not from a chart. II it appears 
crude, the reader is advised to study the con- 
steliution for himseif, and see it he can do 
better, It-may be remarked here that much 
of the mystery of the constel.ations is, dc ubt- 
less, due to the fact that we search fur the fig- 
ures, which are too artistic to be actual. Con- 
stellation-makers, like prim.tive artista, 
drew offhand, with no conception of “lines 
of beauty.” 

Direetiy overhead ig the Northern Cross, 
known astronomically us Cygous the Swan, 

Sept. 22 ut 8:20 p. m., Washingion mean 
time, the sun will enter Libra,“ according tu 
the almanac, and autumn will begin, That 
is, the sun in its apparent annual round of the 
heavens—caused by the earth’s revolution in 
its orbit, and performed in a direction from 
West to East—will then erose tne celestial 
equator, and its course during the enguing eis 
months wil be in the Southern hemisphere. 
The path which the sun would appear to pur- 
sue among the stare, could they be seep in 
daytime, is plotted on the planisphere. This 
pers is known astronom.cally as the ecliptic. 

t runs along the center of the zodiac 
broad animal girdle,“ which forms the l, 
way of the sun, moon. plan is 
divided by the twelve godiaca! sigus into 
twe.ve equal parts. The signs now above the 
horigon at 9 p. m, are marked on the plan- 
sphere with their fa niliar cabaliatic symbols. 
Named in order trom West to Ea t, they are 
Scorpio—a part only—Sagiitarius, Capricorn, 
Aquarius, Pisces, Aries, and a part of Taurus, 
They bear the same names as the conste. la- 
tions through wh.ch the ecliptie passes, and 
formerly coincided with them, But owing to 
the fact that the equinoxés—the two po nts at 
which the sun crosses the equator—are not 
stationary, out are slowly sliding along 
the ecliptic from East to West, the who.e 
series ot signs has in the past 2,000 years 
been displaced some 30 degrees toward the 
West, so that the sun now enters each sign a 
fuli month before it enters the constellation 
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tion of Capeya, of Casyapi, seated with a lo- 
tos flower in her hand, of Antarmada, chained 
with the fish near her, and of Parasica, hold- 
ing the head of a monster, which he had siain 
in battle, dropping blood. with enakes in- 
stead Of hair, according to the explanation 
given in the book.“ 

The Indian fable te which Lieut. Wilford 
aliudes is briefly this: Antarmada was the 
daughter of a King Capenas or Capeya. Hav- 
ing a religious tura of mind ske retired to a 
forest to spend her life there in aecetig devo- 
tion, Maha-devi, the goddess of love. at- 
tempted to disturb the meuitations of the 
royal anchorite, but without success, Antar- 
mada became elated with internal pride, and 
boasting of her victory over Maha<devi, she 
deciar the inhabitants ‘of the three

MR, MACVEAGH MAKES HIS DEBUT. 

The Democratic candidate for the Senate 
opened his campaign last night at the Cen- 
tral Music Hall in this city. 
fact that he has had over two months in which 
to prepare the speech he delivered it was a 
disappointing one. It may please- the mass 
of his party, for they will think those por- 
tions of it which they do not understand are 
excellent, because they are incomprehensible, 
and the violent attacks on the Republican 
party which it contains will convince them 
of his perfect orthodoxy. But those who 
hoped to find in Mr. MacVeagh’s carefully 
prepared oration the accuracy of fact which 
should mark the business-man and clear- 
ness and depth of reasoning which should 
mark the “ scholar imrpolitics „ul be dis 

pointed. 

Phe most 3 question dealt with by 
Mr. MacVeagh was that of silver. hat he 
said when nominated was vague. He merely 
declared that he was ‘a bimetallist of the bi- 
metallists, and promised to go more fully 
into details when he took the stump. He says 
now, as he said at Springfield, that is for 
neither gold nor silver monometalligm. He 
thinks the evils of the first great, but those of 
the second greater. He thinks the coinage of 
silver ought to be free, with stable per- 
manent bimetallism.“ He does agree 
with those who think that permanent bimetal- 
lism can be brought about by the action of a 
single government—that is, by the United 
States standing aloné—but meithet does he 
think the codperation of England is necessary 
to bimetallism, though he thinks country 
is on the verge of throwing over gdid mono- 
metallism. He believes silver bimetallism 
can exist with the codperation of several 
leading nations.” He does not specify them, 
nor does he intimate whether by permanent 
bimetallism ’”’ he means free coinage based 
on the ratio of 16 to 1 or 32 to 1 of some in- 
termediate ratio. The free silver men will 
listen to only one ratio—that of 16 to 1—and 
not one. of them would vote for Mr. Mac- 
Veagh if they thought he favored a bimetal- 
lism of 20 or 25 or 30 (0 1. It will be seen 
that Mr. MacVeagh has hopes but no ideas, 
He wants free coinage, but he has nothing to 
suggest as to the ratio. That is unbusiness- 
Uke. 

There is less ambiguity about his tariff ut- 
terances. He knows something about the 
tariff, for it added 40 per cent to the value of 
all the sugar he had on hand, and ꝶᷣ dia not 
lessen the value of the other commodities in 
which he deals. The new tariff had & smiling 
face for him, however ntuch it frowned on 
others, and hence he approves of it. The new 
law does not go as far ashe wishes, but never- 
theless it makes an economic revolution in 
the United States.“ That is painfully true. 
But the revolution which sent sugar up sent 
the American wage scale down, The revoiu- 
tion which gave a few men profits amount- 
ing to millions took billions from the wage- 
earners. The business of the wholesale grocer 
was benefited. Other merchalits and manu- 
facturers were injured, some of them irre- 
trievably. Not satisfied with the “economic 
revolution” already accomplished Mr. Mac- 
Veagh sighs for more. He is a giutton for 
revolution and promises that if elected he wil! 
be an unequivocal tariff reform Senator.“ 

So he will, no doubt. There is no uncer. 
tainty about his tariff position. “Hb believes 
in doing away with all protection and having 
a regular English tariff. That will necessitate 
a higber duty on sugar and duties dn tea and 
coffee, Mr. MacVeagh’s business Will not be 
harmed thereby. If Mr. MacVedgh goes to 
the Senate the manufacturers of this State 
need expect no mercy at his hands; He be. 
lieves in cheap goods and low wages. That 
there is much suffering connected with the 
process of sinking from a high 0 u low wage 
him. He believes the 
workingmen will get used to European wages 
and modes of iiving in the course of time. 

His speech is marked ‘with great bitterness 
against the Republican party. That is not 
surprising, for he was a member of it once, 
and he thinks he must dénounce it u extra 
virulence to prove the genuineneés of nis 
Democracy, ae Christian renegades trampied 
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version, He says that until d before he 
loft the Republican party it: was a virtuous 
and progressive organization. Suddenly it 
‘ became so very that he had to leave it. 
This is the way all perverts tell the story. It

down as much us they dare those for sale in 
rival establishments. He has imitated here 
the methods of the advertiser, and not of the

Mr. MacVeagh is to make many more 
speeches before the campaign closes. He has 
time, therefore, in which to eliminate some 
of the misstatements of last night’s address 
and to define more clearly his bimetallic 
plans if he has any. J is to be hoped he will 
do so. For mere blind partisan abuse of Re- 


| publicang and pledges of loyalty to ultra free 


trade will not be enough to last him through 
two months’ constant speechifying. 


THE DISGRACE OF CHICAGO. 

The Evening Post boldly affirms that gam- 
bling in all its worst forms isa protected in- 
dustry in Chicago. It says: 

Besides the houses where the regulation faro, 
roulette, hazard and poker games are played, 
there are pool-rooms, “ bucket-shops,” ‘* clock 
games, “ crap games, and o her swindling de- 
vices. The only species of gaming upon which 
the police look with disfavor is the shell 


game.“ 

It is not credible that shrewd, trained officers 
like Brennan and Shea are ignorant of the exist- 
ence of gambling-houses. If they do not know 
that there is open, notorious gambiing of the 
wickedest sort in Chicago, they are not ft for 
the places they hold. If they know and do not 
act in accordance with their duties, they are still 
less competent to be guardians of the public 


peace. 
But there is only She side to the proposition. 
There is gambling and the police knowof it. 
Not only the police, but every one knows of it. 
* Cappers openly solicit passers-by to enter the 
places. Young clerks know of thé gambling 
joints and squander their meager earnings in 
them. Workingmen leave their wages in the 
gamblers’ dens while ir families go hungry 
and ill-clothed. The ial combine which per- 
mits.this is made up of scoundiels worse than the 


robbing gamblers. 

The Post further charges that all this vil- 
lainy is protected, that the hands of the po- 
lice are tied, and that a corrupt gang of offi- 
cials collects a monthly fund of $9,000 
from the gamblers as the condition of their 
being allowed to run their dens wide open and 
free from. police interference. The Chicago 
Times devotes two columns in its last issue 
to an exposition of the depravity on West 
Madison street from the bridge to Ashland 
avenue. That thoroughfare is crammed with 
cheap lodging-houses,low saloons, and barrel- 
houses, where a man would be murdered for 
a glass of beer.“ Gambiing-houses are run 
wide open everywhere. The Times says: 

After dark West Madison street is a hell-hole, 
and it must be traversed by West Side people 
who want to come ‘down-town. It is a disgrace 
to the city and to the police officials supposed to 
look after its morals. Police officers are to be 
seen along the street at frequent intervals, but 
they appear to be friendly with the disreputable 
characters, and they never interfere with their 
“sports and pastimes. The officials in charge 
of the Desplaines Street Station are phim arily 
responsible for this increase in crime on the 
street, and they must be cognizant of it unless 
they are biind or worse. 

There is more vice along West Madison street 
than along any similar stretch of territory in 
Chicago. Who is to blame? Gambling iscar- 
ried on openly, disreputable massage parlors are 
operated without fear of interference, concert 
halls are run in violation of the city ordinances, 
known thieves and ex-convicts parade the thor 
oughfare, vagrants may be seen at any time, 
street-walkers are bold, pickpockets most daring, 
cheap “bed houses are in every block, and a 
West Madison street night i is one continued revel. 
For why? 

This is a dreadful condition of things. It 
is a worse condition of things than any one 
could have imagined. It is almost too dread- 
ful to believe, and possibly the truth of these 
statements might be questioned were it not 
for the fact that Chicago is governed by a 
Democratic administration and these charges 
are made by Democratic newspapers, which 
could have no object in making false stete- 
ments under such circumstances. Both these 
papers seem to be hofrified. The Times says: 
Who is to blame?” The Post dodges the 
question of responsibiiity. It makes no defi- 
nite charge against any one.

Domestic infelicities, when they occur iu 
so-called ** high life,” are likely to call forth 


n deal of surprise and comment, as if the pos- 


session of unusual wealth, power, position, or 
inherited name were expected to constitute 
some sort of protection from the ordinary 
dangers of the journey of married life. But 
asa matter of fact there shibuld be no such 
surprise, since a little reflection will show that 
worldly advantages, so far from being a safe- 
guard, areon the whole rather favorable to 
some of the worst foes that beset the life of 
two persons united in marriage. And the 
surprise is intensified when the parties have 
already passed a decade or more of years to- 
gether, there being a popular tradition that 
the first year of married life is the erttical one, 
and that persons who have passed successfully 
shrough this time of probation are pretty sure 
to cleave toone another for the rest of the 
journey. This,.too, is a fallacy, since the 
tabulated columns of statistics of domestic 
estrangements show that the storm line is 
reached only about the tenth year, and it is 
then that the shore. begins to be strewn with 
marital wrecks. 

These things are not difficulé to understand 
when we reflect that in the long rubber of 
connubia!l life,“ the chief rub comes when the 
couple have become thoroughly used to one 
another and seemingly pffer no new spice of 
variety. Whata strain upon the affections 
does it become when a man or woman can 
always be relied on to come to time with the 
same old story, same old grievance, same old 
headache! Wealth and position purchase no 
immunity, but the reverse, since dommonly 
in such cases there is a tendency towards nar- 
rowness and thé creation of one’s own per- 
sonality into a subject of supreme interest. 

The truth is that here, as elsewhere, nature 
abhors monotony, and when two persons get 
to the point where each can predict of the 
other with mathematical certainty just what 
he or she will eternally think, say, or doin 
every emergency, the aggravation begins. 

All young persons about to enter the matri- 
monial state should consider that, in order to 
be married for life, something more will 
be needful than the promises of the wedding 
ceremony. The ideals of men and women 
change so greatly with the progress of the 
years that at 20 they wish to marry one per- 
son, at 40 another, and at 50 still another. 
And, as a matter of fact, in the happiest mar- 
riages, they really do so, Not by any Mor- 
monlike processes, however, but by the nat- 
ural development of character in each, The 
wife finds at her side the same identical man 
every time, only with a good deal of addition 
to him, at each decade. The husband of ma- 
ture years is able to look back upon a beauti- 
ful series of wedded anions—first, with a 
blooming, light-hearted, young creature, (ak- 
ing life on trust; then with an earnest and 
devoted mother, then with a strong, sustain- 
ing helpmate, whose judgment suppleme nts 
his in hours of doubt, and whose courage sup- 
ports him in days of trial or sorrow. 

Unless men and women can thus grow 
larger and richer with the years, and so meet 
one another with something of the freshness 
of new acquaintance, they are bound to grow 
stale, flat, and unprofitable to each other, 
The monotoriy of living witha husband who 
is the same old story as he was at the start, or 
a wife who has continued always to harp on 
the same string, grows utterly intolerable, 
and they fly to other places or to the law 
courts for relief. 

A recent writer in the Saturday Review 
makes 3 jocular proposal for a lover’s cate- 
chism to be printed on the basks of dance 
programs, on which are to be asked and an- 
swered such critical questions as: Do you 
prefer town or country? Are you a per- 
son of decision, or do you like to make up 
your mind at the last moment?” “ Do you 
insist on keeping a fox terrier“? What do 
you think of ‘The Heavenly Twins’? etc. 
He urges that this catecliism ought to be 
presented (on both sides) and faced fairly 
in the earliest hours of an acjuaint- 
ance—those hours now so often wasted 
in frivolities. But even if his sug- 
gestion could be carried out, it is doubtful 
if it would mend matters much, because it 
does not look far enough ahead. It does not 
provide for the tenth-year line storm that 
statistics disclose. 

Suits for divorce by prominent persons have 
the inevitable but unhappy result of dragging 
into public notice many things which do not 
belong of right to the public.

Perhaps if this were realized more fully there 
might even come a change in the marriage 
ceremonials in the direction indicated by 
Geothe in Wilhelm Meister: Ok all fes- 
tivities the marriage festival appears the most 
unsuitable; calmness, huiility, and silent 
hope befit no ceremony more than this.“

Furs ‘of-years and honors Gen. N. P. 
Banks, who at one time occupied a promi- 
nent place in American politics, “ae passed 
away. The veteran soldier and statesman 
was in his seventy-eighth year, the close of a 
life of unusual activity and varied episodes. 
Gen. Banks was in every sende a self-made 
man. The humble circumstances of his 
parents, who were operatives in a cotton mill. 
debarred him from obtaining anything more 
than a scanty common school education, but 


‘the feeling of ambition was strong in him and 


he soon had made sufficient local reputation 
as u journalist and as a lawyer to attract 
public attention. Ik was not long before he 
made his appearance in politics, In 1849 
he was sent to the Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, in which he served four terms in both 
branches and as Speaker during one of them. 
Four years later he took partin the revision 
of the State Constitution and in the same year 
was elected to Congress as a Democrat. He 
withdrew from that party, however, soon 
after, and was reélected to Congress as an 
anti-slavery American and was, chosen 
Speaker of the House, a position which he 
filled with extraordinary ability. In 1857, 
1858, and 1850 he was the Republic- 
an Governor of his State and then 
served through the war as Major- 
Gereral of volunteers. At the close of the 
war he was reslected to Congress three sut- 
cessive terms, failing in 1872, when he iden- 
tified himself with the Greeley movement. 
In 1875 and 1877, however, he went back to 
Congress. These were the closing days of his 
political career, as since that time he has not 
been in the public view except as United 
States Marshal for Massachusetts—a position 
he heid from the Garfield to the Cleveland ad- 
ministration. Without being a brilliant 
statesman or soldier he was a man of strong 
common sense, clear-headed, careful, saga- 
cious, ahd withal of sferling personal integri- 
ty—qualities which commended him to the 


people. To whatever position, State or na- 


tional, he was called he did good and useful 
service, 


Mr. MacVuaca does not condemn Mr.
